HE movement towards expansion of 

Victoria College into a 
growing. it has now 
where positive 
vanced in its favor for presentation to 
the government. Long and earnest study 
of the situation by a sub-committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce is_ bearing 
fruit, backed by increasing local opinion 
on the subject. The need for establish- 
ment of a university campus here in the 
near future is becoming apparent to most 
thoughtful people. 

Such a development is inevitable in 
any case. As British Columbia increases 
in population so does the number of stu-. 
dents ready to enter UBC, Mere passage 
of time alone will make it undesirable, 
if not impossible, for the Point Grey 
institution to continue as the only centre 
of university life in the province. Already 
with an enrolment of some 8,000 students 
UBC is taxed to the utmost of its physical 
and instructional capacities, and that is 
said without prejudice to the quality of 
its instruction. 

Obviously the day is approaching 
when a decentralization will have to take 
place, and a second university be brought 
into being. This area automatically 
nominates itself for the loeale, and in 
Victoria College there are the existing

- Sixteen Quarantined 


HE first official’ report of any direct 


landing in Canada of individuals 
suffering from the mild type of influenza 
which has been evidenced in Asia came 
this week from the port of Halifax, There, 
16 cases of the disease were identified 
among ships’ passengers and those 
affected placed in hospital. There is 
nothing in-the facts to suggest that the 
infection will spread from this start 
Should it do so it will have to be tracked 
and dealt with, of course, Meanwhile, 
however, that. seems to be small occasion 
for the pulse-taking, alarm and exaggera 
tion of reports which have reached 
propaganda proportions 6n this continent 

If Asiatic influenza should seclure an 
unchecked start in this country —and 


that appears unlikely at the moment— 
the disease in its present form is not of_ 
a virulent nature. A few days’ disorder 
and the fever, or whatever it may be, 
blows itself out. The real threat would 
be a change in the nature of the infection 
itself to the malignant virus . which 
became a menace towards the close of 
the First World War. It has not yet 
done so anywhere that is on record, and 
from this start it would be just as logical 
to postulate the dying out of the com- 
plaint its possible deterioration into 
dangerous territory later in the year 
Even in the worst event, Canada is not 
without experience in handling influenza, 
and the same commonsense rules can be 
reapplied.

classified as not satisfactorily stocked has risen 
from 918,000 to 1,723,168 acres, .

“Fram my interpretation of these figures it 
appears that the Forest Service should be plant- 
ing on Crown lands (apart from the economics 
involved) 12,000 acres a year merely to prevent 
the present position from plus 
36,000 acres a year if we are to reclaim the lost

yearly planting program covering 48,000 acres a 
year with 38,400,000 seedlings (at 800 to the 
acre) at a cost of $1,920,000 a year (at $40 per 
acre). At least part of this cost would, I expect, 
be borne by the Federal Government. ... 

"It seems to me the Forest Service shoukl 
not evade Its responsibility of maintaining 
Crown forest land in growing stock by pleading 
its previous flaccidity in this regard as a 
present excuse for not clearing and planting 
up coniferous areas lost to deciduous and other

ANADIAN rubber footwear firms 
and their workers have asked 
the federal government for more pro- 
tection for their industry. The reason 
given for the request was that the 
Canadian companies cannot compete 
successfully against imports’ of rub 
ber footwear from countries like In 
dia, Hong Kong and Japan, where 
wages are much lower than those 
paid to Canadian workers. 
In a report ‘submitted to the federal 
overnment last March the tariff 
Beara said that foreign suppliers of 
waterproof footwear can undersell 
Canadian producers because of the 
low wage rates prevailing In the pro 
ducing countries, But the report also 
noted that Canadian
